We mention Chinese coolies who labor 12 hours a <ia> for 
a few cents, and a^ree that this is the rheapest sort of la­ 
bor; we say that such monuments as the pyramids and tin* 
Chinese wall would never have been built if the ancient rul­ 
ers who conceived them had not had unlimited supplie 
of 
human labor. 
But. as is often the case, we’re wrony. 
Machinery 
ox- 
pensive, complicated maehinery 
is far cheaper than fin- 
cheapest of coolies. 
There is. one miyht almost say, n o th in g 
that man can do with his hands or his back that could not In- 
done more quirky and eh eaph by macliiin-ry. 
Not long ago a western business man studied tin* trans­ 
portation of goods from Tientsin, China, to tin- desert of 
Gobi. 
Coolies carried all this merchandise, moving mile ait- i 
er mile at a steady, space-devouring troct, and working for 
only a few cents a d a y - probably the lowest w ages received 
by any laborers on earth. 
On the other sid»- of tin- world 
in West Virginia and 
Virginia— huge freight trains carr> coal from the 
mines 
down to tidewater. 
There are many miles of costly track. 
There are highly expensive locomotives and cars to be built 
and m aintained; there are crews of well-paid trainmen to 
operate th«-m. 
There has been a tremendous investment of 
capital, as opposed to almost no investment at all 
on the 
Tientsin-Gobi route. 
Yet the cost per ton of transporting goods in the Ameri­ 
can coal fields is just about one per cent of the cost of the 
“ ch eap” Chinese transportation. 
This is one of Am erica’s greatest services to tin- world. 
Our business men and industrialists have forever explod­ 
ed the old b e l i e f that it is economical to have vast armies of 
poorly-paid, hard-working “ wage slaves” to tlo work. They 
have shown that the most elaborate and apparently costly 
way is also the easiest and cheapest way. 
Not only is it inhumane for a nation to depend on a sub­ 
merged class of day laborers for its heavy work; it is prohib­ 
itively expensive. 
That is why, some day. the oppressed c o o l i e c l a s s , in China 
and in all other countries, will disappear from the fact* of 
the earth. 
The American way is better. 
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Destiny plays queer pranks, sometimes. 
On the campus of Oberlin College, in Ohio, stands a mem­ 
orial arch dedicated to the memory of the many Oberlin 
grad uates who were killed in the Boxer rebellion in China. 
Probably no other American college contributed mon- names 
to the list of these who were killed in that outbreak. 
A year ago Oberlin gave its highest honor 
tin- FL. !> . 
degree — to a Chinese who had graduated from Oberlin a 
score of years before 
Hsiang llsi K ’ung, a direct descend­ 
ant of the philosopher Confucius. 
Now Hsiang Hsi K ung has been appointed minster 
finance and industry for all China; Americans 
111 tin- 
fast, it is said, look on him as the coming “ strong man' 
the orient.
